Aleoholic Dementia Given as the Rea- 
son for the Attack. 


GEN. MERRITT MUCH 'CHAGRINED. 


— 


First Lieutenant Samuel S. Pague, Com- 
pany F, Fifteenth Infantry, tried to kill Col. 
Crofton yesterday afternoon at Fort Sheri- 
dan. He shot at him three times. Two bul- 
jets pierced the Colonel’s overcoat, the other 
went into the ground, Pague was disarmed 
by his wife, Col. Crofton, and two officers, 
and was placed in the guard house. By 
some Lieut. Pague’s attack is attributed to 
aleohdlic dementia. Others intimate there 
are personal differences between wo 
men, 

This is the second time within two years 
that Col. Crofton has been assaulted by one 
of his subordinates. In the summer of 18, 
during the army evolutions at Evanston, 
Lieut. Welsh struck him in the face. Welsh 
was not court-martialed, and after an ex- 
amining board of physicians had passed op 
his case, finding him temporarily insane at 
the time of his assault, he was retired on 
half pay. 

Gen. Wesley Merritt visited the fort 
Wednesday and inspected it. There was a 
** jollification *” among officers and men over 
the visit, and Lieut. Pague, wha has a weak- 
ness for liquor, drank to excess. Col. 
Crofton says he was drunk on parade, and 
he ordered him under arrest. Gen. Merritt 
noticed Pague’s condition, and last night 
said he was offensively courteous, even go- 
ing so far as to offer him a cigar while the 
inspection was in progress. Instead of be- 
ing taken to the guard-house he was re- 
moved to the post hospital. 

The orders were to keep him confined there 
indefinitely. Somehow or other the guards 
relaxed their vigilance, and he escaped at 4 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. 


Find erotfton in His House. 


He went straight to his house, where he 
found Col. Crofton talking to his wife. He 
still showed signs of his condition of the day 
before. When he caught sight of the Colonel 
he drew a revolver. 

Up jumped his wife and Col. Crofton. The 
latter was nearest Pague and after.a brief 
struggle secured possession of the weapon. 
Pague then left the house. Where he went 
no one seems to know. Where he gained 

OF 2 revelver. * ale. a 
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Crofton opened the front — and started 
to leave the house. Pague passed him with- 


1 out saying a word. When he reached the 


porch he turned sharply around and without 
u word began firing at Crofton. 

At the first crack of the revolver Col. 
Crofton wheeled around. He saw Pague 
taking deliberate aim at him, and bending 
down and forward he strated toward the 
man who had murder in his eye. 


Commences to Shoot. 


Crack! went the pistol again, and a bul- 
let went through the Colonel’s overcoat. An- 
other missile followed a moment later, clip- 
ping off one of the frogs of the big garment. 

Boots and saddles had sounded five min- 
utes before and a group of officers on the 
way to the stable were witnesses of the 
oceurrence. They ran toward Pague and 
reached him just as his wife came rushing 
through the doorway, and before he could 
fire again they had his arms pinioned, But 
Col. Crofton was the man who disarmed 
him. Sentries, officers, and privates came 
tiocking to the scene and in five minutes 
Tague was being escorted by the officer of 
the day and a file of soldiers to the guard- 
house. 

Bafore, they had proceeded twenty yards 
Pague was bundled into Lieut. Blow's car- 
riage. As Pague stepped into the vehicle he 
said nothing tothe men around him, and 
looked calm for a man who had attempted 
to take his commanding officer’s life, al- 
though there was a deathly palor on his 
Crofton remained on the scene 


officers, at times pointing the weapon to 
designate the positions of himself and the 
Lieutenant at the time of the affair. 


Officer of the Guard Talks. 

No one was allowed to communicate with 
Iieut. Pague after he was placed in the 
guard-house. The officer of the guard said 
to a reporter for THE TRIBUNE: 

When Lieut. Pague was brought here he 
appeared to be all right and in his right 
mind. He had little to say and offered no 
explanation in defense of his action. He 


was sober enough when I got back to the 


guard-house, Of course I don’t know what 
His ‘condition may have been before that. 
He was put into solitary confinement at 
once, and has been there ever since. I have 
not seen him for two or three hours, but I 
suppose he is asleep now. 

“No, I never knew of his having any pre- 
vious trouble with Col. Crofton or anybody 
else—anything you could call trouble. He 
Was not overpopular I believe with thé other 
Officers, though I never had anything 
Against him. His petty differences with 
Others arose, I believe, from his peculiari- 
ties. I suppose he was never any more 
courteous than necessary, though, as I say, 
1 never had many dealings with him. 

“I never heard of anything the matter with 
him other than the effects of his habits. He 
certainly did not appear insane tonight, and 
I never heard that any one thought him out 
of his right mind at any time, unless when 
drinking, and of course any man in that con- 
dition will act queer.“ 

Among the officers who ran to the scene of 
the shooting, still buttoning their uniforms 
and fastening their sidearms, were Capt. 
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How? I answered, In arrest,’ and was 
looking the other way as he started, 

“I heard a scream from Mrs. Pague and 
turned. He was just in the act of pulling the 
pistol from his hip pocket, This was in 
front of his quarters, in the second loop 
north of the hospital. I ordered him to de- 

sist at once, and rushed toward him to dis- 
arm him, but before I could reach him he 
blazed away. He fired two shots, and his 
wife ran out from the house and grabbed 
the pistol. A third shot was fired, and as 
well as I can judge it was fired into the 
ground in the struggle. He was disarmed 
by his wife, with the assistance of two men. 
The affair occurred about 4:30. The first 
bullet went through my overcoat.”’ 


Shots in Hip Overcoat. 


Col. Crofton here brpught in the coat, and 
about half way down: the front, about four 
inches from the bottom edge of the coat, 
were the holes where the bullet had passed 
through both edges of the front of the coat 
as it was unbuttoned. A third hole was 
farther up on the hrt side of the coat, but

|. Wemen Are Excited. 

The affair Beemed to cause more excite- 
ment among the officers’ wives than it did 
among the officers themselves, and there 
were as many women in the vicinity of the 
shooting as men. As they left the scene 
they commeng¢ed to gossip. I overheard one 
woman say, ‘he must be a poor marksman to 
fire four shots and not kill hisman. I could 
have done it with one.’ That remark came 
from the lips pf an officer’s wife, whose hus-

To a question as to whether Lieut. Pague 
could be interviewed, Col, Crofton returned 
a decided negative. 

The Colonel said that he had never had 
any trouble of any kind with Lieut. Pague, 
and one of the offirers who was present at 
the interview said Lieut. Pague had told 
Lieut. Wittenmyer yesterday that his con- 
duct had not been what it should be, and 
that Col. Crofton was the best friend he had.

life. An officer escorted her to the Colonel's 
residence, where she fainted the moment 
she entered the door. 

All efforts to get Mrs. Pague to talk 
proved unavailing: One of the women of 
the garrison who remained with Mrs. Pague 
after the accident said that she had been ill 
for several days and had taken to her bed 
directly after the ‘affair. Mrs. Pague de- 
clined absolutely t@ be interviewed and her 
friend refused to ask any questions for a 
reporter. The woman who was attending 
her declared that there was but one side to 
the story, and whatever Col. Crofton had 
said regarding the affair was correct. She 
would not say this as coming from Mrs. 
Rague, nor would she consent to carry any 
inquiry to Mrs. Pague which she ‘might an- 
swer without an interview. 

“Mrs. Pague, she said, 
nothing about the affair.” 

One officer consented to talk on the effect 
the affair would have on the sojourn of the 
Fifteenth at Fort Sheridan. He said: 

“An affair of this kind so quickly following 
the killing of Capt. Hedberg by Lieut. Maney 
and the affair which occurred at Evanston 
not long ago when deut. Welsh slapped Col. 
Crofton in the face, it is safe to say the au- 
thorities at Washington will take some ac- 
tion which will result in sending the Fif- 
teenth Regiment away from Fort Sheridan.

Think Pague Is Demented. 


Many officers and privates last night ex- 
pressed the opinion that Lieut. Pague was 
suffering from an attack of partial, if not 
total, insanity, which they attributed to his 
intemperance. He was known as a hail- 
fellow-well-met, anj} though his fellow-offi- 
cers joked him sometimes on his weakness 
Pague was popular enough among both offi- 
cers and men. Lieut. Pague has been with 
the Fifteenth Regiment since 1876, when he 
was graduated fram West Point. He is 
about 42 years old and has a good record cov- 
ering the period of his service in the neld, on 
the plains, and also during the railroad 
strike of a year ne when, it is said, he did 
some nervy thi He has one child, 4 
girl about 2 years

Another offiger’s wife made the remark, 
‘The air of this post is full of murder and I 
am glad I will soon be away from it.

BURNED AT WARREN, R. I. 


The Loeal Fire Department Unable to 
Check the Flames, Which Sweep 
Through Mills and Warehouses, 
Threatening the Destruction of the 
Whole Town—Help Is Summoned 
from Providence and Other Places 
Near By—Water Supply Fails.

TO STAND BY THE MONROE DOCTRINE 


Olney Said te Have Ready an Emphatic 
Note to Britain. 

New York, Oct. 3,—[Special.]—A Washing- 
ton dispatch says: New and important de- 
velopments on this long pending Venezu- 
elan boundary line dispute are rapidly com- 
ing to the surface. Secretary Olney has pre- 
pared a dispatch to Ambassador Bayard 
which wil! soon bring the matter to an issue. 
This dispatch is of a most positive and un- 
equivocal nature. As soon as it shall be 
placed before the British government it 
will raise an issue which can be settied 
only by the retreat of one or the other gov- 
ernments. The stand taken by the United 
States in this dispatch is one which involves 
the oldest and most sacred traditions of 
the government —an enforcement of the 
Monroe doctrine. 

Secretary Olney’s dispatch is in substance 
a declaration in the most positive language 
that thel'nited States will never consent to 
British occupation of disputed territory in 
Venezuela unless that nation’s right thereto 
is first determined by arbitration. While 


this declaration is substantially the same as 


that made some months ago, and to which 
the British Foreign Minister replied with a 
statement that England’s right to a part of 
the territory in question could be submitted 
to arbitration, while the right to another 
part of the region in question could not be 
submitted to such adjudication. 

When Great Britain took this ground the 
question which President @eveland and ad- 
visors had to decide was whether the Unit- 
ed States was bound by the Monroe doctrine 
and by its dignity to insist that all of the 
territory in dispute should be submitted to 
arbitration, or whether by conceding En- 
gland's contention we should virtually aban- 
don the field and leave Venezuela to fight it 
out alone. 

The decision of the President and his cabi- 
net advisers, after careful discussion and 
painstaking ‘investigation, is that a bold 
and consistent policy shall be adopted. In 


polite but firm and significant words Secre-. 


tary Olney declares it to be the belief of the 
United States Government that the terri- 
torial claims which Great Britain has set up 
in Venezuela are in the nature of an at- 
tempt to seize territory on the American 
continent to which it has no legal right. The 
Secretary points out two horns to the di- 
lemma, leaving Great Britain to choose 
which it will accept. 

First—If the quarrel with Venezuela is an 
ordinary boundary dispute, having its origin 
in faulty descriptions, imperfect surveys, or 
other misunderstandings, a refusal to arbi- 
trate the same is contrary to the precedents 
set by Great Britain itself and contrary to 
the practice of all civilized nations. 

Second—If on the other hand, as appears 
to be the case, and as is the belief of the 
President of the United States, the dispute 
as to the location of a boundary line is a 
mere disguise under which Great Britain is 
attempting by superior force to extend its 
territorial possessions in America, this is 
directly violative of the Monroe doctrine and 
will never be submitted to by the United 
States. 

This is the substance of the dispatch 
which in all probability will soon become 
one of the most famous dispatches ever sen 
out from the American State Department. 
It is a direct, positive, and practical applica- 


-tion of the Monroe doctrine in its broadest 


aspect to the quarrel between Great Britain 
and Venezuela. 

Ambassador Bayard is instructed to se- 
cure a response, if possible, in time for the 
President to treat of the matter in his an- 
nual message to Congress.

Constantinople, Oct. 8.--To add to the 
state of terror prevailing 1 * a third slight 
earthquake shock was experienced yes- 
terday. ‘Tis with the rioting and bloodshed, 
the imprisbnment of about 500 Armenians, 
the killing of prisoners in cold blood, and the 
presence of troops under arms at all points, is 
well calculated to excite even the most phieg- 
matic Turk. 

Tuesday the principal rioting was the work 
of the Softas. Mahommedan theological stu- 
dents, who chased and beat with bludgeons 
every Armenian they met. During Tuesday 
nicht a mob of Softas and Turks attacked the 
house of a leading Armenian, Kassim Pasha, 
storming the building and threatening its 
destruction, and killing several persons who 
were unable to escape from it in time. This 
mob also sacked a café frequented by Arme- 
nian, and twenty of these unfortunate people 
who were found there were beaten to death 
with bludgeons. To the disgrace of the au- 
thorities not a single policeman appeared on 
the scene, and no attempt was made to save 
the lives of the Armenians. 

The Armenians have the sympathy of the 
foreigners, here, but the fact that they are 
armed. inspite of their pacific announce- 
ments, is condemned by their best friends and 
lends color to the statements of the Turkish 
officials who claim that the Armenian agita- 
tors organized a revolt against the Sultan’s 
authority, and that the attempt to present a 
petition to the Grand Vizier Monday last, 
which led to the first riot and binodshed, 
was ae = more thana pretext which was 
to serve as the signal for an Armenian out- 
break, 

Armed in Self-Defense. 


On the other hand the partisans of the Ar- 
menians assert the latter only armed them- 
selves in order to defend their lives against 
the Turks. 

The outward cause of the Armenian out- 
break is said to be the long delays in the 
negotiations between the powers and the 
porte on the question of reform in Armenia, 
which delays have increased the despair of the 
Armenians. Prominent Turkish officials, 
however, claim that the present troubles are 
the outcome of — which prevails in 
Europe, especially in England, in favor of 
the Armenians. 

Owing to the critical situation here the en- 
voys of the powers met at the Austrian Em- 
bassy today, and the German gunboat 
ley has been ordered to remain at the dis- 
posal of the German Embassy.

TEMPER OF THE EPISCOPALIANS IS 
AGAINST CHANGES. 


It Is Shown at the Minneapolis Con- 


vention in the Discussion of the 
Report of the Joint Revision Com- 
mission—Standing Committees of 
the House of Deputies to Serve for 
Three Years Are Announced—Re- 
ception to the Canadian Bishops. 

Minneapolis, Minn., Oct. 3.—[Special.j— 
Roth houses of the General Episcopal con- 

vention have held interesting sessions today 
and the convention may now be said to 
be well advanced in business. The House 
of Deputies has taken the bull by the horns 
and is engaged in an interesting debate 
over the revision of the constitution, the 
most important work that will come before 
it. It has not made much progress, but 
enough was accomplished today to show 
the Deputies are not in sympathy with the 
report of the Joint Revision Commission 
and they have torn it to pieces as much as 
possible. 

The temper of the House of Deputies to- 
‘ward the proposition to change the name of 
the church was incidentally shown by its 
action this morning on the invitation to the 
House of Bishops to meet with the Deputies 
at noon to receive the visiting Canadian 
Bishops. 

The resolution of invitation contained the 
words “The American Church.” A Vir- 
ginia delegate moved to amend by the sub- 
stitution of the words “Protestant Epis- 
copal Church of the United States,” which 
is the legal title. This amendment was 
voted down by 82 ayes to 222 noes. 

The report of the Commission on Con- 
stitutional Revision was defended by Dean 
E. A. Hoffman of New York. After some 
debate, in which ex-Senator Edmunds of 
Vermont was a participant, the report was 
referred to the Committee of the Whole by 
the close.vote of 135 to 130. 

James Packard was called to the Chair- 
manship of the committee. Dean Hoffman 
began the reading of the declaration pre- 
ceding the constitution. Trouble was met 
in the second paragraph, which had been 
changed by the commission to read: The 
Bishops, clergy, and laity of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church of America in general 
convention assembled make the following 
declaration.“ The original paragraph read 
that the church in the dioceses within the 
United States represented by the Bishops, 
clergy, and laity, etc. 

The Rev. Dr. Stone of Chicago opposed the 
whole declaration and moved to table it. 
This the chair ruled out of order in com- 
mittee of the whole, nor would he entertain 
an appeal from the decision. Thereupon 
Dr. Burgoyne of Pittsburg moved that the 
committee rise and report so that the rules 
might be put in proper shape. - This motion 
prevailed and the house was in the midst 
ot a discussion on rules when the hour of 
noon, set for the reception of the Canadian 
Bishops, arrived. 


Reception to Canadian Bishops. 


The American Bishops first filed up the 
broad aisle, while the house arose. Presi- 
dent Dix invited Bishop Coxe to the chair 
and then the visiting Bishops, headed by 

the Rev. R. Machray, D. D., D. C. 

„Archbishop of Ruperts Land and Metro- 
politan and Primate of Canada, were es- 
corted to the chancel by a committee. 

They were introduced as the first deputa- 
tion of the United Synod of the Church of 
England to the Church of America. The 
Bishop of Ruperts Land made an address 
outlining the progress of the church since 
he had come from England in 1869 to take 
charge of the diocese. — 

Dean Carmichael brought the greeting of 
the Provincial Synod. He said there was no 
present desire in Canada to wipe out geo- 
gtaphical lines. 

After the reception to the Canadian dele- 
gation the House of Deputies resumed busi- 
ness, and F. L. Stetson of New York offered 
a resolution providing for rules governing 
the house when in Committee of the Whole.

Stick to Name Convention. 

One important point where the revision 
commission was turned down was in chang- 
ing the name of the general convention to 
general synod. The debate was quite sharp 
on this subject, and, although several other 
names were suggested, the deputies by an 


committee’s report, so that the triennial 
gathering will be known as the general con- 
vention as heretofore. The deputies have 
not finished the first section as yet, and the 
discussion of the revision bids fair to take 
up their time for many days. 

This evening a grand public reception to 
the Bishops, deputies, and citizens of Min- 
neapoNs was held at thé West Hotel.

The woman’s meeting was a success in 
every way, women from all over the country 
and missionaries from foreign lands being 
present. The report of the Secretary, Miss 
Julia C. Emery, showed during the last year 
the auxiliary and its junior department had 
raised $349,215, $46,000 of which went ‘to 
foreign and domestic missions.

CHOICE OF FINE OR IMPRISONMENT. 
Five Days or $250 for Threatening a Juror 
in the Durrant Case. 

San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 3.—Henry J. Me- 
Coy, general secretary of the Young Men's 
Christian Association, who was cited “for 
contempt last Monday for telling Juror Tru- 
man that if he did not hang Durrant the peo- 
ple would hang him, was fined $250 today, 
with the alternative of five days in the coun- 
ty jail. 

During the cross-examination of a wit- 
ness summoned by the defense the prosecu- 
tion developed the fact that a student at 
Cooper Medical College who did not attend 
the lecture delivered by Dr. Cheney on the 
afternoon.of April 3 was recorded present in 
the roll-call book. 

Miss Carrie Cunningham, a newspaper re- 
porter, was committed to the county jail 
for refusing te answer a question. Miss Cun- 
ningham testified that Mrs. Leake did not 
tell her she had seen Durrant and Miss La- 
mont enter the church the day of the mur- 
der, but when asked to reveal the source of 
her information the witness declined to 
answer. An order was made committing the 
witness to the county jail for contempt, but

PUBLIC LIBRARY BUILDING. 


is copied exactly from the fine hall of the 
Ducal palace in Venice and for the other 
features equally well-known masterpieces 
of the Italian renaissance. 

Mr. J. E. Mackaye, who represents the 
Tiffany company, is in charge of the exhibit 
of colored sketches, models, etc., in the Pub- 
lic Library Building, which is itself valued 
at several thousand dollars. 

The Washington street or main entrance 
of the building is to be one of the finest ex- 
amples of marble and glass mosaic work in 
the country. The design is in the Italian 
renaissance in its most intricate and delicate 
form. The walls, the spacious stairway, the 
balustrades, and panels will be in Italian 
statuary marble, richly inlaid with the Tif- 
fany-F avril glass, mother of pearl, and semi- 
precious stones. The ceiling will be in 
marble hexagon panels, alternately plain 
Italian statuary and of delicate inlay of green 
and gold, separated by borders of green and 
gold inlay in a delicate pattern of renaissance 
tracing in green upon a white marble back- 
ground, 


The Floor Design. 


The floor is in Roman mosaic, composed of 
Sienna, statuary, Numidian, and royal 
green .marbles, which form a part of the 
color scheme of the whole plan of decora- 
tion. The panels which line the balustrades 
of the stairway are worked out in borders of 
opalescent green and pearl mosaic in loz- 
enge-shaped figures, with a center of royal 
green, a rare marble from Conemara, ,Ire- 
land. 

The stairway, rising in pairs from the 
broad hall and meeting in a mezzanine land- 
ing, to double again and meet upon another 
arched landing directly over the hall, offers 
a splendid opportunity for the artistic dec- 
orator. 

Opening out from the stairway on the sec- 
ond floor is the delivery-room, covered by 
a massive dome of Favril glass of a soft 
greenish-yellow tone, which forms the 
keynote of the color scheme. The light as 
it falls from the dome melts into and sub- 
dues the colder and severer tint of the Ital- 
ian statuary marble which forms the sides 
of the room. 

The floor will be in rich mosaic and the 
dainty and intricate inlay worked out in the 
renaissance design in green and gold and 
white, which extends from the top of the 
wainscoting forty feet to the base of the 
dome, lends a pleasing effect. 

The whole design is in glass mosaic, with 
pearl and semi-precious stones worked in a 
delicate tracery of vine and leaf, which con- 
stitutes the spirit of the renaissance design. 

The next room is the reference m, a 
spacious chamber 140x40 feet and 35 feet in 
height. This is to be in pure classic Greek. 
The color scheme is in dark sap green, yel- 
low, Pompeiian red, and gold. The dado, 
which is about fifteen feet high, is of a dark 
greenish blue, and above this the walls are 
of a much lighter tone of color, stippled in 
the three prineipal Colors of the room, melt- 
ing into the frieze which runs around the 
room, divided into panels bearing the names 
of classic authors. The ceiling is covered 
with a high relief decoration in Pompeiian 
reds and blues on a background of solid gold. 


Reading-Room Decoration. 


The chef-d’ceuvre of the decorator will be 
in the reading-room. This is a hall a trifie 
larger than the reference room, and is 
treated on a bolder scale, the general effect 
being one of warmth and magnificence, sug- 
gesting that splendid edifice of the doges of 
Venice. 

The floor is of solid marble mosaic; the 
baseboard around the wall is of vert antique 
marble, and standing upon this is the broad 
wainscoting of Sienna extending to the 
base of the windows. Resting upon this and 
between each window is a heavy pilaster ex- 
tending to the ceiling, modeled in high * — 
in the Italian renaissance, the capitals being 
in the composite Greek. These pilasters sup- 
port a heavy paneled ceiling thirty-five feet 
from the floor, the coffers being modeled in 
high relief to give ease and grace to the de- 
sign, The pilasters, being the only wall 

pace, are richly decorated with an ir- 
idescent metal effect, giving all the tones 
of the green, Australian gold, and ultra ma- 
rine. The ceiling is in colors almost bizarre 
in detail, but appropriate to the design of 
Italian renaissance. 

The architect of the building, Charles A. 
Cooledge, has given a building classic in 
every particular, and one in which an artist 


order was postponed until tomorrow morn- 
ing, when Miss Cunningham would be given 
another chance to answer the question. 

The defense placed on the stand today 
eight more students who attended the lect- 
ure delivered by Dr. Cheney on the after- 
noon of April 3 to testify. whether or not they 
had answered to Durrant’s name at roll-call. 
Each witness gave a negative answer. With 
the exception of six all of the members of 
the class have now been asked this question. 
One of the students has died since April 3, and 
the prosecution has been unable to obtain the 
attendance of the other five in court. The 
prosecution limited the cross-examination 
in each case to asking if the witness saw 
Durrant at the lecture. Not a student was 
found who remembered having seen the de- 
fendant.

The latter had replied peremptorily forbid- 
ding the prize fight occurring on Mexican 
soil. Overtures had likewise been unsuccess- 
fully made to the Government of the State of 
Hidalgo. President Diaz is opposed to the 
introduction of prize-fighting here and is 
extremely firm in the matter. This is abso- 
lutely authentic and disposes of the matter. 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 8.—Sefior Romero, 
the Mexican Minister, was asked this morn- 
ing about the prospects of the Corbett-Fitz- 
simmons fight taking place in Mexico. 
“Personally,” said Minister Romero, “I 
have no knowledge of the matter. But the 
States the Mexican Republic, like those 
of the United States, are sovereign within 
limitations. They have their Legislatures 
and make their own local laws. I do not 
know whether Tamaulipas has a law against 
prize-fighting, but I am inclined to think it 
has not.“ 
“Do you think President Diaz would inter- 
fere in behalf of the Central Government?“ 
“I do not know,’’ replied the Minister. 
“President Diaz’s authority extends only to 
the Federal territory about the City of Mex- 
ico. But President Diaz has no authority 
over the local affairs of any other State.” 


James Wright Vanmeter, Secretary to 
Manuel Romero Rubio, Minister of the In- 
terior of Mexico,: has just roturned to his 
home in this city from a trip to Europe, and 
leaves today for the City of Mexico. He said 
lest evening he was confident the proposed 
prize-tight between Corbett and F.tzsimmons 
in Mexico could not take place there because 
of the death of Sefior Rubio, the father-in-law 
of Gen. Porfirio Diaz, President of the re- 
public. 

„ Prize-fights have occurred on Mexican 
toll,“ said Mr. Vanmeter, and I remember 
one which took place at Pachuca, in the State 
of Hidalgo, three yearsago, between two men 
from San Antonio. Tex. There is no statu- 
tory law against it that I am aware of, and 
if the Governor of Tamaulipas should give 
his consent the fight between Corbett ‘and 
Fitzsimmons coud take place at Nuevo 
Laredo, which is just across the river 
from Laredo, Tex. But I do not be- 
lieve the Governor of that State, nor 
Gen. Bernado Reys, the Governor of 
Nuevo Leon, will make any such concession 
at this time. The death of the Minister of 
the Interior of Mexico has thrown the whole 
republic into mourning, and there will be a 
complete suspension of amusements and en- 
tertainments of all kinds in respect to his 
memory. The remains of Minister Rubio 
will lie in state for several weeks at the ca p- 
ital, and during al! that time, at least, public 
exhibitions will be prohibited. 

„In an event of this kind is has been cus. 
tomary for the local officials to make public 
announcement prohibiting amusements, with- 
out waiting for the official declaration from 
the capital. In this instance Senor Rubio, 
being one of the foremost statesmen of the 
republic, and the nation in mourning, it is 
not probable any fight will take place in 
Mexico.“

FIRE CAUSES A PANIC AT A FAIR. 


Two Killed and Many Injured Fighting 
the Flames at Kendaliville, 


Goshen, Ind., Oct. 3.—[Special.]—While 
over 10,000 people were watching the races 
at the Kendallville Fair at noon today five 
fires were started simultaneously among the 
fancy stock paddocks.

Deacon Bushee was asked to cash the note 
he had given Wood, which had been discount- 
ed, and he refused until he could find out 
whether the check the man had given him 
was good. The check was sent back from the 
bank and trouble began. Wood, seeing his 
game was up, decided to quit Chicago, but 
before doing so he made out checks for vari- 
ous amounts and took them to Seigel, Cooper 
& Co.’s, where he bought a watch, and to the 
Hub Clothing company, where he obtained a 
suit of clothes. F. A. Barkey, a shoe dealer 
in Englewood, gave him a pair of shoes and 
some money in exchange for one of the 
checks, and David Wherritt, a druggist across 
from his shop, cashed another check and 
gave Wood some medicine he needed. 

The outfit in the printing office was the 
property of Dr. Pettett, from whom Wood 
rented the place. W executed a mortgage 
on it to the Security Bond and Investment 
company for $200 and forgot to say any- 
thing about it to the owner, 

Wednesday the police were appealed to by 
some of the vivtimized people, and they were 
instructed to swear out warrants for his ar- 
rest. Then it was found he had fled, and an 
effort will be made to bring him back.

RUN DOWNS AND KILLED BY A TRAIN 
A. C. Wedlin the Victim of a Manitowoc 
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‘CAME HOME AND DIED. 
‘AARON SWAIN STRICKEN WHILE 
AWAITING HIS WIFE. 


Suddenly Acquired Knowledge of His 
Wife's Remarriage May Have 
Hastened His End—Reports of His 
Death Having Reached Her, She 
Had Been United with a Neighbor- 
ing Farmer and Other Children 
Had Been Born to Them. 


Kokomo, Ind., Oct. 3.—[Special.]—After 
thirty-three years of wandering in exile, 
while awaiting joyful reunion with the wife 
of his youth, Aaron Swain died here today. 
Making a supreme effort the broken-down 
old man dragged himself to the comfortable 
home of his daughter, Mrs, George W. Con- 
ner, No. 82 East High street, arriving there 
yesterday morning. Here, with more of 
peace in his life than he had known for 
years, his grandchildren about him, his wife 
sent for and word received from her that 
she was coming, Swain was stricken with 
paralysis resulting from exhaustion and ex- 
posure. 

That his wife had remarried on the re- 
port of his death received many years be- 
fore and was the mother of several children 
not his own, all now grown. and married, his 
daughter informed him a short time before 
the seizure, and this may have helped to 
bring it about. | 

In 1862 Aaron Swain was a struggling 
farmer in Henry County, not far from this 
town. On the birth of his second child he 
bade farewell to his family and started 
for California to make his fortune. For a 
time he wrote hopeful letters and sent small. 
sums of money to his patient wife. Later, 
correspondence ceased. After seven years 
of silence Mrs. Swain received a newspaper 
containing an account of her husband’s 
death, 

Mrs. Swain was a comely woman, and a 
prosperous neighbor had long been anxious 
to marry her. Upon the receipt of this last 
information her hope of seeing her husband 
left her, and in due time she found a pleas- 
ant home for herself and her children in 
her neighbor’s house. Other children came 
to bless her second married life. 

A month ago Mrs. Conner learned the 
father she had never seen was still alive. 
She wrote him to come to her. A brief cor- 
respondence followed. The old man was too 
proud to disclose his destitute circumstances, 
and walked some hundreds of miles to the 
promised haven of rest. : 

No sooner was he in the house and happy 


the wife and mother. She did not delay. 
A cheering message was returned. It was 
hard to tell which seemed the happier, the 
father or the mother. Then the story of the 
second marriage was told. The old wife 
came, but to mourn afresh over the dead 
body of the man who had won her heart as 
a girl, and had been already long wept as 
ead. 


Mrs. Conner is inconsolable at the tragic 
failure of her cherished plans. The funeral 
will be held Sunday, and many who knew 
Aaron Swain in his boyhood and youth will 
ee upon the worn features of a man

AND FIGHT FOR IT IN SIGHT. 


Barbers’ Closing Association Throws Up 
the Sponge—Says the Officers Furnished 
All the Sinews and All the War, Too, 
and Are Tired of It-Organization Form- 
ing Among the Craftsmen to Defy the 
Law and Scrape Chins While Church 


Bells Ring. 


To shaveor not to shave—Sunday, is the | 


the Chicago barbers are at present 
— answer to their own satisfaction. 

The officers of the Barbers’ Sunday-Closing 
Association, which was formed to enforce the 
Cody law. have given up the fight. They say 
they gave freely of their time and money to 
the cause of closed shops Sunday without re- 
ceiving any financial support from the mem- 
bers of the association. Finally they came to 
the conclusion their efforts were not appre- 
ciated and quit. 

„ Go ahead and keep open Sunday if you 
wish,” they said to the barbers, “* We won’t 
prosecute you.“ 3 

This victory for the antis is not so great 
as it appears. The man who postpones his 
Saturday night shave until Sunday morning 
will go unshaven next Sunday unless he can 
wield the razor himself. Though the oppo- 
sition has capitulated few if any barber shops 


will be open next Sunday morning. This 
State of affairs is due to two causes, The 


members of the Sunday Closing Association 
are still in favor of hanging out the closed 
Sunday sign, and the open Sunday party is 
afraid the Sunday Observance Society or 
some kindred ‘organization will take up the 
work of enforcing the law where the barbers 
dropped it and prosecute them. 

„It is all right to talk about keeping our 
shops open Sunday now the organization has 
collapsed, said one barber yesterday, but 
we are going to go slow. Any discharged em- 
ployé or agent of some Sunday closing con- 
cern can land us in court in short order if 
they see fit.“ a 

Secretary E. N. Allen of the Barbers’ Sun- 
day Closing Association didn’t shave many 
customers yesterdey. His time was taken up 
pacifying the barbers who dropped into his 
shop to protest against the abandoning of the 
attempt to enforce the Sunday closing law. 
From all parts of the city they came to de- 
mand to know the reason why the fight was 
given up just when victory was certain. They 
all anno their intention of closing their 
shope Sunday as heretofore. 

„President Hay and I have spent lots of 
time and money for the cause, said Secre- 
tary Allen, ** but nobody else seemed willing 
to chip in so we just quit. We have pros- 
ecuted fourteen cases of violation of the law 
and we cannot afford to continue the fight 
longer unaided,”’ 

For six weeks the opponents of the Sunday 
closing law have been endeavoring to effect a 
strong enough organization to fight the law.

British Consul Fails to Take Care of a 


Needy Country woman, 

New York, Oct.'3.—[Special.]—Mrs. Jane 
York, nearly 50 years old, with three chii- 
dren, arrived herein Juiy in the steerage of 
the St. Louis. She had tickets for Hamilton, 
Ont., and $10. Being a British subject and 
in transit toa British colony, she was per- 
mitted to land. She was turned out of her 
daughter’s house iu Hamilton and made her 
way back to this city penniless. 

Here she applied to the British Consul and 
was sent to Ellis Island. Dr. Senner investi- , 
gated the case and addressed a sharp note to 
the British Consul, who then referred the 
woman and her three half-starved little 
children to the Department of Charities and 
a city institution. Supt. Bake 
found the woman had no ciaim on the city 
and sent her back to Ellis Isiand. 

Then Commissioner Senner wrote to the 
Director of the Treasurer asking that the at- 
tention of the Brtish Ambassador be called to 
the action of the British Consulate. The 
woman and her chi dren were taken. care of 
by the Lutheran Emigtants’ Home until last 
Tuesday, when they were told very kindly 
they could not be cared for longer. Mrs. 
York then wandered into the street with her 
little brood, and was found by a policeman 
nearly starved to death today in Battery 
Park. Pending the disposition of the case 
the Swedish Home took the wayfarers in 
again. 

Judge Gaynor Will Not Be Mayor. 

Judge William J. Gaynor has declined to 
become a candidate for Mayor of Brooklyn 
upon the call of a mass-meeting, which was 
held in this city Monday evening. His decli- 
nation, he says, is because the expectation 
of the meeting that he would be nominated 
by the regular Democracy and the Shepard 
Democracy was not realized.

It Is Expected That the Scheme of Settle- 
ment Will Satisfy All.

The bonds so turned over are all that are out- 
standing with the exception of 562, 500.000 in 
the hands of a trust company to secure rebate 
vouchers, The latter block wili be turned in 
and then the entire issue will be canceled and 
the bonds of the American Spirit Manufact- 
uring company, the new company, substi- 
tuted. The latter issue is to be $2,000,000, 
of which $1,400,000 goes to the stockhold- 
ers who paid the $4 assessment on the stock 
under the reorganization plan. The balance 
will be used to provide a working capital. 

As seon as the settlement is entered, deeds 
for the properties, eighteen distilieries pur- 
chased under the order of sale, will pass, and. 
it is said, most of them will be started imme- 
diately. The organization of the Distributing 
company, which ig to be a feature of the new 
company, will be completed, and, it is said, 
the project of transporting alcohol in tank 
cars will be actively pushed. 


THEY DO NOT DIVE FROM BRIDGES. 


Clarke and Chase Both Prevented from 
Making High Jumps. 

Jeffersonville, Ind., Oct. 3.—[Special,]— 
George W. Clarke of Chicago, who styles 
himseif a protessional bridge jumper, tried 
to leap from the new Louisville and Jeffer.- 
sonville bridge this morning, but was pre- 
vented by the watchman in charge of the 
structure. 

Clarke’s attempt is said to be the result of 
a $200 wager that he made here several days 
ago. He came bere last week from Chicago 
accom panied by his wife. They rode the en- 
tire distance on a tandem; 

Clarke went to the city hall yesterday and 
made several vain attempts to secure a license 
to jump off the bridge, as be was determined 
to make the attempt. This morning, accom- 
panied by his friends, he went up to the 
bridge and walked out to the third span. 
Underneath his clothes he wore a bathing 
suit. Skiffs were out in the river ready to go 
to his rescue, when the bridge watchman in- 
terfered and stopped the periormance. 

Clarke seems much disappointed. and avows 
that he is going to make an attempt sooner 
or later. He claims to have dimmed Steve 
Brodie’s laurel by jumping from the Brooklyn 
bridge. Clarke ison his way to Mexico via 
Atlanta. 

Niagara Falls, N. T., Oct. 3.—[{Special.}— 
Charles L. Chase of Batavia did not dive 
from the upper Suspension Bridge this aft- 
ernoon, as he had annpunced he would. 
This was because the bridge officials in- 
structed the gate-tenders not to allow him 
to pass. Policemen were stationed at both 
ends of the structure to arrest him should 
he attempt to.go on the bridge on the 
ground of attempting suicide.

GRIST OF TRUE BILLS IN HAMMOND. 


Grand Jury Expected to Indict Scores of 
Saloon Men. 

Hammond, Ind., Oct. 3.—{Special.]—At 
least two-thirds of the 200 and more saloon- 
keepers in Lake County will be indicted to- 
morrow by the grand jury now in session, 
and it is probable true bills will be returned 
against every one of the eighty saloon men 
doing business in Hammond. 

While most of the bills will be for violating 
the Sunday and 11 o’clock laws there will be 
scores of indictments against the violators 
of the screen ordinance and for selling to 
minors. It is also said ex-City Treasurer 
Henry Huehn of Hammond will be indicted 
for making overcharges in collecting county 
taxes during his term of office and for fixing 
the receipts. 

The grand jury has almost completed its 
task, as tomorrow is the last day of court, 
Their report is expected some time in the 
morning.

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ELDERCOF PIN GUILTY 
JURY AT LAST CONVICTS FRANCIS 
OF BANK WRECKING. 


Percival, the Younger Brother, Dis- 
charged by the Indianapolis Panel— 
Sentence Deferred for Several Days 
—Story of the Crime—Perren and 
Black Convicted in the Kenosha 
Arson Cases—Nearly Swoen at the 
Verdict—Jacobson Goes Free. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 3.—[Special. |—The 
jury in the second trial of the Coffin case re- 
turned its verdict this afternoon. Percival 
Coffin was acquitted and Francis Coffin, the 
elder brother, was found guilty. The court 
will fix the punishment later. Schuyler Haugh- 
ey, son of the bank President, now in the 
penitentiary, was much affected by the ver- 
dict. His trial. as an accomplice of his father, 
is next on the docket. The acquittal of Per- 
cival Coffin is generally indorsed. 

The Indianapolis National Bank closed its 
doors July 24, 1893. It was found nearly 
$1,000,000 of deposits had disappeared. The 
Indianapolis Cabinet company and its 
branches in Chicago, New York, Boston, Lon- 
don. and other places, all owned by the Coffin 
brothers. had secured nearly half a mi:lion dol- 
lars from the bank. The prosecution at- 
tempted to show the company had deliber- 
ately set about to loot the bank. 

The first trial was attended by two sensa- 
tional features; one, an attempt to bribe the 
jury; the other, the shooting of Attorney A. 
C. Harris, one of the lawyers for the defense. 
As a result of the jury-bribing case, Juror 
Armstrong of Lawrence Coanty is in the peni- 
tentiary and another man is a fugitive from 
justice. The shooting of Attorney Harris was 

ccidental. 

J. D. Williams and J. H. Sanderson, grocers, 
were arrested. on a charge of arson today. 
Early this morning their store was found 
ablaze, and policemen discovered candles and 
exceisior soaked with coal oil in the base- 
ment. The fire loss was slight.

VERDICT IN KENOSHA ARSON CASES. 


Perrenand Block Found Guilty and 
Jacobson Set Free. 

Kenosha, Wis., Oct. 3.— [Special.] — The 
Chicago Bedding company arson case has 
closed, and four of the accused men have 
been sentenced, while one goes clear. Two 
of the prisoners nearly fainted at the verdict. 

The case was given to the jury Wednesday 
afternoon. Once the jurors called to have 
the testimony concerning the time of the ar- 
rival at the factory of Robinson and Rosenow 
with their load of benzine read to them and 
then again retired.

Before 
sentence was passed Perren’s lawyers pleaded 
for him that he knew of the arrangements to 
burn the factory, but was sworn to secresy, 
but it had no effect in his sentence.
